The nigsionary work (o this country will evenin-
flly be narrowed down to furnishing the means,
There will be no need In a short tine to furnish
foreign wnen who cannot stand the climate., If a
suimorent number of memare only furnished now to
traln the natives, In Uffy vears they will be so
tralned that they can take care of the work then-
selved, dnd convert the rest of the nation.
